Following any occasion such as the 
present when the secret service Is brought conspicuously to the 
attention of the public, Chief Wilkie receives applications by 
the score from young men In all parts of the country who are 


only 30 years old when ho stepped 
into his present responsible position.

secret service for the safety of the 
president, and thus without overstep- 
jiing the bounds of the law of authoriza- 
tion, the secret service has boon enabled to accomplish much 
lu the Hold that Is the chief concern of foreign secret 
police—tmmely, eternal vigilance as to tho plans n.:ul 
ambitions of tho plotters against tho world's rulers. Un- 
til congress shut down upon It last year the treasury de- 
partment also used the secret service to detect smuggling 
enterprises and other frauds upon the customs service 
and to Investigate robberies and irregularities of all kinds 
—and there havo recently been some notable ones—In 
brt>-ncli mints, sitbtreasurlcs, assay ofllces. etc. One of 
President Roosevelt's most bitter complaints has been 
ngainst the hampering of operations In theso directions. 


The headquarters of the secret service are In tho 


treasury building at Washington. Here are the private 
offices ot the chlet' ot the service, Mr. John E. Wllkie, 
who receives a salary of J1.000 per year, ntul tho assist- 
ant chief, William Ik-rmnn Mornn, who Is paid $3.000 
per year. There Is a clerical division, employing some 
half a dozen men: and a larse store room where con- 
fiscated couiiterfoltliiK outfits, spurious coin and other 
contraband seized by secret service men Is deposited and 
allowed to accumulate until at intervals of about a year 
iv committee Is appointed to superintend tho destruction 
of these unlawful articles. The equipment of the secret 
service headquarters embraces some interesting features 
Including delicate scales for weighing cola whose genuine- 
ness Is questioned nnd a "rogues' gallery," consisting of 
a monster (He of photos of counterfeiters' and other of- 
fonders against the iaw. 


However, the secret service bureau at Washington is 


essentially a nerve center from which are directed the 
operations In the 25 districts Into which the country Is 
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executive makes a tour of the country or participates 
lu any great public function. 


It is this field service which makes it necessary tor 


every secret service man to abandon all though ^of 
fixed habitation with social and family ties. 
He may 


be ordered from New York to Texas or from the moun- 
tains of Tennessee-to San Francisco at an hour s notice, 
and it Is impossible to predict in advance how long he 
will remain at any given place. True to its name and 
policy the secret service aims to let the public know 
just as little as possible regarding Its personnel. -No. 
secret service operative allows his photograph to be 
made, much less published,' It he can help it, and He 
seldom acknowledges his vocation. At the headquarters, 
of tho secret service there is a rule against disclosing 
the name or address of any of the sleuths ami in- no. 
government publication, not even in the "Blue Book, 
which is supposed to list every government employe, 
can there be found any roster of the secret service men 
or information as to tho salaries paid them. 
. . . 


HoweveiC it may be stated that the pay is not high,, 


conslderlag the hardship and danger .involved, and the 
secret service is likely to attract only men whose love 
of n life of adventure and excitement outweighs their 
desire for monetary reward. 
A new' recruit in. the 


secret service starts out as an assistant operative at $3 
per day and, if he proves worthy, it promoted in due 
course to the rank of operative at $5 per day. As an 
operative his pny may increase to $7 per day but the 
secret service operative whose salary reaches the point 
just short of $50 per week must have proven-.hls -worth 
by long service and have the experience which, can be 


ambitious to shine as sleuths. A 
large majority o£ the aspirants naive- 
ly cotifess that they have had no 


1 experience whatever which would fit 
'them for this highly specialized field. 
• Many of the 
Inexperienced appli- 


cants are obviously impossible but 
even'among those who are sufficient- 
ly promising to receive' more than 
passing consideration the proportion 
of Inexperienced is . overwhelming. 
Indeed, of the 700 men whose names 
are now on the "waiting list" of eligi- 
b!es at the secret service—that is 
men who have complied with the 
civil service regulations governing 
applications for places in the secret 
service—more than • 600 admit that 
they are totally devoid of practical 
experience in this line. 


With a profession which above all 


others needs devotees who can bring 
.to it wide-knowledge and thorough 
training, yet with most applicants 
sorely 
deficient in these 
qualifica- 


tions, tho question naturally sug- ' 


. gests Itself: Where does the secret 


service secure its agent's? In reply 
.it may be said that upward of .a doz- 
en different callings . have demon- 
strated their value as fields of ap-" 
prenticeship. Some of the most ca- 
pable secret service operatives now 
on Uncle Sam's payroll, have come 
from the claim departments of the 
'great railroads. Others have,gained. 
' their training with the mercantile agencies'and still 9tn"3l 
: ers have come from law offices'where certain classes of | 


detective work, are frequently necessary.

best men on the fprce were formerly beads of municipal j 
-police departments. Others" .served for years in legiti- 1

Pity nobody, 
them better. 


How One Farmer Saved Hl» Fertilizer 


for the Fcld«. 


AYhon wo moved on our farm wo 


found a small barn on the iilncc. lo- 
cated away out l» tho middle of 'ho 
Hold, some HfU'en rods from the house, 
with no fenco to kvi'ii tlio Ciilllo from 
strnylnK all over the meadow when 
they wore brought In from tlio 
pos- 


ture. 


Tlio manure made through tho win- 


ter season wa sthrown 
out 
of 
tho 


stable windows and left aRal""' l!u' 
side of the barn till tlio time came to 
draw It out in th;' spring of tho your. 
There the snows and tho rulus fell on

and the frosts did tlli'tr part toward 
stealing awny the goodness of the fer- 
tilizer made from day to day.

from those heaps of manure ran a lit- 
tle stream of rich IliinlJ manure.

little river was

Kreon. There wns so much lo bo cred- 
ited to the plan of siorlim the manure 
In that way, but no Much streak fol- 
lowed the pull! of Ihe Invisible mroams 
of goodness thai took their way toward 
the clouds. All one could see of that 
was tin.' cloud that rose of a sunshiny 
morning from the piles by the side of 
the burn, tellinc surely of the fertility 
that was wasting Us substance on the 
air. 


Although we went lo (he farm from 


a life iii the Vlty we knew eunuch to 
be sure ihat that was no way to store 
mrnyard manure. 
\Ve needed every 


bit we could make on tho farm. 
All 


that went, lo fertilize, tin.1 nlty would do 
us no good. 


So we made up our minds to chance 


the pro(jram so Ihat this loss mluhl he 
stopped, rontliiui'B tills correspondent 
of Farmers' Hevluw. Anil one day that 
barn found Itself traveling across tho 
lields to a site nearer lo the house. It 
was set upon a basement and made 
about twice as large as it hail been 
before.

throw the mamiro out under the slmd 
back of the stock. There It was kept 
nice and dry 
through 
tho 
winter 


months. 


Tho horse- stablos wore, convenient 


to the cow stables, so that wo could 
use the strawy part of the horse ma- 
nure for taking up tho liquid manure 
in tho gutters behind the cows. This 
we bollevo to be ti good plan. 
Horse 


manure if stored by itself will just 
about nil burn up with flre-faiiK and 
be wasted. 
Mixed with cow manure 


the heutliiR Is greatly, if not entirely, 
lessened and so tho value of thu whole 
increased. 


I3y using plenty of straw • for bed- 


ding the crnvs we also added to the. 
amount of home-mtide fertilizer pro- 
duced on the farm. This aided much 
toward keeping the cows dry and 
clean while 
shut, 
up 
in 
'ho barn 


through 
tho 
winter 
season. 
Many 


farmers are not as careful about this 
as they might be. Their cows nre left 
to He on the bare, cold floor. 
They 


show it, too. In tho filth-laden sides of 
their bodies. 


Some huvo called me n crank on 


this subject of barnyard manure. That 
is all right. If I can save what natural- 
ly belongs to the farm' and give It 
tack to t-be farm. It seems to me that 
I am in that way making my farm so 
much the better. The fact Is we might 
do much toward putting a stop to tho 
cry of exhausted farming lands If we 
would take more pains to save tho fer- 
tility that naturally belongs 
to 
the 


farm. By keeping more cows and feed- 
ing out all tho stuff produced we can 
bring our farms back to their native 
state ot fertility. 
It is worth doing, 


too.

Carefully conducted experiments at 


several different experiment stations 
show that an acre of rape, when 
grazed by pigs, will save from 1,600 
to 2,500 [ pounds of Brain, and nomo 
cases havo been reported In which Uio 
amount saved was oven greater than 
that last mentioned. With grain at 
a cent a. pound, as it will average now. 
an acre of rape tho coming spring and 
summer will be worth about $20 when 
fed to pigs. The cost of producing tbo 
acre of rape and harvesting it is leti» 
than that of almost every other crop 
grown on the farm.—Wallace's Far- 
mer. 


Grade Shorthorns. 


In selecting range cows for dairy 


work, the Colorado experiment sta- 
tion reports that grade 
Shorthorns 


have usually been found the most sat- 
isfactory. 
The cow should be select- 


ed for four dairy points—a good ud-. 
dor, prominent hip bones, a sharp ' 
bone at the top of the shoulder, and 
large stomach capacity.

"It was the first, week in November, 


1907, wheu we arrived here. Thore was 
very little snow or cold weather until 
after the holidays, then the snow and 
cold increased, but to no great extent. 
I think the coldest I heard of was 30 
degrees below zero, but that degree of 
cold would not bo felt here any inoro 
than 10 degrees below zero would be 
back home in Michigan, owing to the 


j beautiful dry atmosphere of this coun- 
| try. There came a good thaw every 
! month that settled the snow, the Holds 


soon became bare, and on the 12th of 
April I commenced 
ploughing. 
Tho 


snow was then all gone and summer at 
hand. 
This last season was some- 


thing more 
than an average year 


around here, with fine crops gathered 
from a largo acreage. In parts tho 
crops were less than average, but gen- 
erally speaking they wero above it. 
The price of wheat was quite good. 
Some fine yields sold at ?1.10 per bush- 
el, while some were marketed at much 
less, but hardly any went below about 
60 cents a bushel. 


"Oats started on the market at 35 


cents a bushel, barley about GO cents, 
and flax from 90 cents to ?1.00 a 
bushel. 
"As this was my first year in this 


country, it was a hard year for my 
.horses, owing to their being eastern 
horses, and not used to the western 
climate, but they will soon get cli- 
matized. 


"The soil on my farm is a black 


loam, about one foot in thickness, be- 
low that we find about six feet of 
clay, and below that again gravel and 
sand, with an abundance of excellent 
water. 
This was the conditiou of the 


ground as I found it when I dug a 
well. I con. say that the water is as 
sweet and as free from alkali and im- 
purities as I ever saw. 


"My opinion is that the roan who 


comes here with a little means can do 
no better than invest ?500 or ?1,000 in 
cattle, after locating a homestead ad- 
joining or near some hilly part of tho 
country where it will not be taken up 
as soon. There is plenty of grass and 
hay to be found in the hilly country 
and small lakes and sloughs will afford 
sufficient water for any amount of cat- 
tle. 
The bluffs with a few hay or 


straw sheds will make sufficient shel- 
ter for them. .There is no need to 
worry about the market for cattle, as 
there is already a great call for stock 
of all kinds to satisfy the continued 
demands of the largo packing bouse at 
Edmonton,'established by Swift and 
Company. 


. "The dairy business should by no 
means be forgotten. .It is one of the 
paying enterprises of this great west. 
The price of butter seldom goes below 
25 cents and reaches as 
high 
as 


40 cents a pound. Also the new cream- 
eries that are fast being erected along 
the lines of railroad are calling on. the 
farmers.tor their cream. 


"These creameries are greatly wel- 


comed in all communities, because sell- 
Ing cream is better than making but- 
ter, even at an average price of 25 
cents a pound. For a new country tho 
railroad transportation facilities 
are 


good; not yet, of course, what they 
are in older countries, but tho new 
lines are swiftly gaining as the coun- 
try gets more settled 
and 
supplies 


them with produce to ship. It is hard 
to.say. too much in favor of this coun- 
try 
All one needs is a little money 


with grit and ambition. 
I have seen 


homesteads that were filed on a little 
over three-years ago that the owners 
have refused $3,000 for.
